Chicago, Dec. 1 2 .—Mr. Forrest resumed 
his address to tho jury in the Cronin mur­ 
der case by a discussion of the question, 
“ Was the horse Dinan’s horse?” 
Has it 
been proven beyound a reasonable doubt 
that the horse that took Dr. Cronin away 
was Dinan’s horse? 
“ We will prove that 
it was not Dinan’s white horse. Mrs. Dinan 
described peculiarities about the horse 
which Dinan had never seen. Diuan, in his 
testimony, said there was no noticeable 
peculiarity about the horse. 
He was a 
common horse. 
Mrs. Conklin described a 
peculiarity about 
the horse that was 
impossible. 
It 
was 
a 
physi­ 
cal impossibly. 
There 
could be no 
movement 
such 
as 
she 
described. 
There could bo no swinging to and fro 
of the front limbs. 
Dinan said there was 
not a mark of peculiarity about the horse. 
And the peculiarities which Mrs. Conklin 
descriced here on the stand she never 
thought of when talking to Capt. Schaack. 
She described none of them to him. 
She 
did not remember them even when she was 
describing the horse to Frank Scanlan,one 
of the associate counsel for the prosecution, 
in tbe hearing of Mr. Glenn,the reporter.” 
Mr. 
Forrest continued his argument 
against the probability of Mrs. Conklin’s 
ability to identify the horse after the very 
brief inspection she had of it while looking 
out of the window. 
She said the horse 
was very white, while Moreland had said 
the animal was gray, 
it was so dnsk that 
the electric lights were burning, and yet she 
could distinguisn shades of white, seen at a 
distance. 
A similar blunder was made by 
Mrs. Conklin in testifying about the coat 
worn by the driver of the white horse. 
Mrs. Conklin said he worn a dirty, rusty - 
looking coat that seemed too long and too 
large for him, while Frank Scanlan, who 
was tho man on the sidewalk, said the 
man's coat was short and seemed too small 
for him. 
Mr. Forrest read long extracts from 
Mrs. 
Conklin’s testimony, and reasoned 
from them that her recollection of the cir­ 
cumstances was not worthy of belief. She 
said she could not identify the horse when 
Schaack took it to her, but when Beck 
showed the animal to her she started with 
surprise and recognized it at once by the 
motiou which she had never mentioned to 
any one before. 
“ This shows that she was not telling the 
truth. 
She was counterfeiting the truth. 
When persons counterfeit the truth they 
think they must do something extraordi­ 
nary. 
And this counterfeiting the truth 
can be detected as easily as the expert can 
detect the counterfeit dollar. ” 
Mrs. Conklin had been impeached, Mr. 
Forrest said, by Capt. Schaack, by Frank 
Scanlan, and by Reporter Glenn, in her 
description of the horse and the man. 
Therefore she could not be believed. 
The Smith incident was next discussed. 
Coughlin, when questioned by the chief of 
police, had 
told him tbe truth about 
Smith. 
“ Is it probable,” asked Mr. Forrest^ 
“that Dan Coughlin, a detective, would go 
to a livery stable and publicly engage a 
horse which he knew would be used to take 
Dr. Cronin to his death? It is improbable. 
There was no necessity for going to a 
public livery stable to hire a horse to be 
used in a conspiracy to murder.” 
Mr. Forrest then considered the question 
of motive. 
The alleged remark of Cough* 
lin that it was rumored Dr. Cronin was a 
British spy can not be considered as a 
criminating circumstance, he argued, be­ 
cause such rumors were actually afloat) lf 
the testimony 
about 
the meetings of 
Camp 20 was to be believed. 
The re­ 
mark of Coughlin about the “ prominent 
North Side Catholic getting done up’* 
was held by Mr. Forrest to have been only 
a political dispute. The expression “North 
Side” was interpolated by Mr. Quinn, Hr. 
Forrest claimed. Mr. Quinn had remarked 
that “John F. Finerty’s head ought to 
come off.” 
If anything had happened to 
Finerty Quinn’s remark could be construed 
as a threat agaiust Finerty. 
But it had 
reference only to Finerty’ official “ head,** 
or office. 
“ The evidence of Sampson, Garrity, aud 
Linn was simply the word of thieves.M 
Mr. Forrest denounced 
the Sampson- 
Garrity crowd, and said that it was ap­ 
parent that their motive was revenge on 
Coughlin. 
“ I now come to Martin Burke,” said 
Mr. Forrest. 
“ There was a little circum­ 
stance which occurred in this case that 
affords an excellent illustration. 
A mail 
named Martensen did something, gentle 
men, and he is innocent according to the 
theory of the prosecution. 
He materially 
helped to carry out this crime, if there was 
a crime committed, and yet he is inno­ 
cen t” 
For the sake of argument Mr. Forrest 
then transformed Martensen, the express­ 
man, who is 
a Swede, into Michael 
Shaughnessy, a member of Camp 20. 
He 
asked the jury to assume that Martensen 
was one of those Irishmen who believed 
that Cronin was a British spy. 
Now, lf 
Martensen, ulias Shaughnessy, had been 
arrested as an accessory, the evidence 
azainst him, Mr. Forrest said, would be 
just as strong as the evidence against 
Burke 
or 
Coughlin. 
Even 
thongh 
be were ignorant of 
the fact that 
the 
furniture 
he 
hauled 
from 
No. 117 Clark street was the furniture 
bought by Simonds to carry out the con­ 
spiracy, it would be as hard for him tojprove 
his innocence as any man on triaL 
Why? 
Simply because he .was an enemy of Dr. 
Cronin and hauled the furniture to the 
Carlson cottage. 
Mr. Forrest then said that Burke’s flight 
to Winnipeg or tbe fact that he fought the 
extradition proceedings did not prove 
guilt. 
It is no evidence of guilt, he said, 
because a man takes advantage of the law. 
“ Now, gentlemen,” said Mr. Forrest in 
conclusion, “ I will ask you to find Martin 
Burke and Dan 
Coughlin not guilty. 
Why / Because it has not been established 
in this case that a conspiracy existed in 
which these men are guilty. 
In behalf of 
Martin Burke and Dan Coughlin I have 
no peroration to make. 
A small word will 
serve as my peroration, and the word I 
give you is duty —duty to Illinois, duty to 
your God, duty to yourselves 
‘To thine 
own self be true and it must follow as the 
night the day, thou canst not then be false 
to any man.’ ” 
Tile court took an adjournment until 
Friday morning at IO o’clock, when Mr. 
Mills will begin his closing address for the 
State.

his morning duties, he noticed that a 
strange light was burning in the office of 
C. A. Wayland & Co, and Bernard Why­ 
land, commission merchants, on the second 
floor of the building. 
He investigated the 
matter and found that the firm’s vault 
door was standing wide open showing evi­ 
dence of having been tampered with. 
He 
then communicated his suspicions to the 
police, whom he hastily summoned. 
It was evident that experienced cracks­ 
men had done a very neat job in forcing 
the vault. 
A small hole had been drilled 
just beneath the combination and with 
steel wedges the lock had been broken 
completely off. 
The inner door of the safe 
was forced in the same manner. 
About 
$3,000 
worth of 
property, mostly in 
negotiable paper and bonds, and a small 
amount of cash were secured by the bur­ 
glars. 
Not the slightest plow was left behind 
them beyond the neatness of their work, 
which clearly denoted them to be profes­ 
sionals. 
The work is identical with that of 
Cahn, Wampold & Co. and the Henry W.

COMMEMORATION

W ashington, Dec. 12.—Tho ceremonies 
of Congress in commemoration of the cen­ 
tennial of the inauguration of George 
Washington were held Wednesday iu the 
hall of the House of Representatives. 
The hall had been especially arranged 
for the occasion, its usual seating capacity 
being trebled by the introduction of addi­ 
tional chairs. 
The galleries were filled 
with the families of Congressmen, and 
Cabinet officers, and government officials, 
and 
presented 
a 
brilliant spectacle. 
Seats 
had

provided in front 
of the Speaker’s desk for the President 
and 
Cabinet, Vice-President, 
Speaker 
of the House, Justices of the Supreme 
Court, 
the Hon. George Bancroft, cele­ 
brated historian, and others of official 
prominence. 
Members of the Senate and 
House occupied seats in the chamber, 
where places where also provided for the

CHIEF JUSTICE FULLER. 
diplomatic representatives, officers of the 
army and navy, and members of the Pan- 
American and maritime congresses. 
Tbe address of the occasion was deliver­ 
ed by Chief Justice Fuller and occupied 
Dearly two hours in delivery. 
The dis­ 
tinguished speaker began by reference to 
the great celebration in New York city in 
April last. 
He then touched upon the 
chief historic evonts immediately preced­ 
ing and following the inauguration of 
Washington, discussing them with refer­ 
ence to their bearing upon the welfare of 
the nation which was thus being de­ 
veloped. 
The availability of Washington at the 
crisis at which he exchanged the sword 
for the duties of the chief magistrate was 
one of those providential blessings so often 
bestowed on this nation. 
The promotion 
of human happiness was the keynote of 
the century in which Washington lived. 
In discussing his aamjpistration Mr. Fuller 
spoke especially of the wisdom displayed 
in his choice of a cabinet and his selection 
of members of the Supreme court. 
After 
discussing at length the character and of­ 
ficial work of Washington Justice Fuller 
traced briefly tbe history of the nation 
throngh the century, especially dealing 
with the period of civil war from which it 
emerged still one nation. 
The speaker closed with reference to the 
great responsibilities of the nation and im­ 
portant issues presented for its decision. 
The new century, he said, may be entered 
upon in a spirit of optimism bold in fear­ 
lessness of the faith whose very conscious­ 
ness of limitations of the present asserts 
the attainability of the untraveled world 
of a still grander future. 
President Harrison returned to Washing­ 
ton at 8 o’clock in the morning from his 
trip to Chicago. 
The cabinet assembled 
as usual at 12 o’clock 
and then, with 
the President, proceeded in a body to 
participate in the centinary exercises in 
tho House of representatives. 
Rev. W. H. Milburn, the House chap­ 
lain, delivered a benediction, and while 
the Marine band played natioual airs 
the 
assemblage dispersed. 
The State, War, 
Navy and Treasury 
departments were closed at 12:30 o’clock 
in the afternoon in honor of the centen­ 
nial celebration.

A P ro p o sitio n to In crea se Its M em ber­ 
sh ip to E leven . 
W a sh in g to n , Dec. 12.—A proposition 
is under consideration to provide for in­ 
creasing the membership of the United 
States Supreme court from nine to eleven. 
The subject is being talked over by mem­ 
bers of tbe Senate judiciary committee, 
and the outcome may be a bill to reorgan­ 
ize the Supreme court and make the ad­ 
ditions named. 
The enlargement of the 
court is held to be necessary because of 
the rapid increase in the business from 
the State courts; besides the new States 
will add largly to the number of newlcases 
on the Supreme court docket, 
If the 
reorganization of the court is sanctioned 
by Congress it is probable that at least 
three 
of 
the 
present 
members fof 
the 
court—Justice 
Miller, 
Field, 
and 
Bradley—will 
avail 
them­ 
selves of the privilege of retiring on 
full pay, thus giving tne President an op­ 
portunity to appoint five p o w judges. 
It 
is also proposed ta increase the j urisdic- 
tion of the Circuit courts with a view to 
reducing the number of appeals to the 
Supreme court. 
Various schemes have 
been suggested with a view to accomplish­ 
ing this purpose, but it seems almost 
impossible to curtail the work of the 
court, hence the proposed increase in 
membership. 
It is not known how the 
members of the court regard this proposi­ 
tion, but as they complain of being over­ 
worked they woald probably welcome two 
additional justices.

DEATH OF GENERAL ATWOOD. 
General David Atwood, the veneer 
editor and publisher of Wisconsin, is 
dead. Bis death was very sudden, and 
occurred et his home in Madison at 3:30 
o’clock on Wednesday sf tar no o d . 
a 
Madison disp&toh to the M ii Waukee Sen­ 
tinel gives the followiog parti on I ira re­ 
garding his illness and death: 'About 
two)weeks ago General Atwood was taken 
with a congestive chil’, and since that 
time hts been more or less indisposed, 
but nothing serious was apprehended by 
tis ftiends or family. 
A year agoho 
suffered a similar illness, but he recov­ 
ered end it was thought be would pull 
through the present attack the same way. 
Monday General Atwood vilified the ed­ 
ito r a1 rooms cf the State Journal for 
the last time and did bis last work at the 
desk, over which he had labored so use­ 
fully for many years. He was not feeling 
well thor, and remarked on the fact to 
the beys in the office, who little dreamed 
that when the veteran editor crossed the 
threshold it was for the last time. 
Tuesday the general remained confined 
to bi) bed and passed a fairly good night 
Wednesday morning he had an attack cf 
gaatralgiS'from which he rapidly rallied? 
haviogno symptoms cf anything dan­ 
gerous until within an bour of his death* 
At three o'clock Wednesday afternoon 
be rose up in bed and had a fit of vom­ 
iting, immediately falling back in a 
gasping condition, and say ing to aa at­ 
tending 
physician, 
Dr. 
Brown, 
that he 
was 
fainting. 
In 
real­ 
ity he was dying. 
His pulse rapidly 
lessened, and at 3:30 o’clock he bieathed 
bis last, remaining conscious to the end. 
It is believed that fatty degeneration of 
the heait was the reel caus© of death, 
which wan immediately brought on by 
the exertion caused by vomiting. 
News of bis death was speedily her­ 
alded throughout the city, and oaused 
the meet intense sorrow everywhere, as 
General Atwood was one of the best 
known aud most highly respelled citi 
Zena ot Madison, and his sudden takii g 
off overwhelmed sit, who were almost 
nestle to realize the truth of the unex­ 
pected ^report. The flag on the city hall 
was at once lowered to half mast and the 
sorrow was general. 
When the news 
was received at the State Journal office 
the entire force was called off and the 
paper appeared this evening in mourn­ 
ing dress. General Atwood’s wife, bis 
daughter, Miss Minnie, and his son, Mr. 
Harry, were at his bedside when death 
oame. His other daughter, Kitiie, wife 
of E . P. Vilas, of Milwaukee, anived to­ 
night, her first information of a serious 
nature, being a telegram, announcing 
her fathel’j death. Master David At­ 
wood, his grandson, was sent for ai school 
but arrived too lets to see tis grand­ 
parent forest he til lait. A message of 
condolence was received by the family 
last night from Governor Hoard who is a^ 
Utica, N. Y. 
Miss ives weie also re­ 
ceived from several others. 
The time 
of the funeral is net yet announced.” 
Gen. Atwood was widely known as a 
pioneer journelht and republican leader. 
Born at Bedford, Mass,, bis early experi­ 
ences were those of a farmer’s lad, going 
to echoel in winter with Horace Greeley, 
whose patents were neighbors of the At­ 
wood?, and attsndiog Sunday school 
with the late Zaoharia Chandler, who af­ 
terwards, as United States senator, ac­ 
quired nationel renown. 
At the age o* 
17 he entered the printing office of his 
brother at Hamilton, N. Y .; and in 1839 
he united with his brother in publish­ 
ing the Hamilton Palladium, a weekly 
newspaper of the Whig persuasion, work­ 
ing both at the ease and at the desk un­ 
til 1814, when, owing to impaired health, 
he returned to farming, having purchased 
a large traot of land in Stephenson 
oounty, 111. On regaining his health, he 
again yearned for newspaper work, and, 
•a Wisconsin was experiencing some­ 
what of a “boom,” he went to Madison? 
landing from the stage on Saturday af­ 
ternoon, Oct. 15, 1847. 
Here he was at 
once given employment on the Madison 
Express, a paper conducted by W. W. 
Wyman, serving bb editor, compositor and 
foreman as circumstances cit tei mined. 
In 1848, he, with others, purchased the 
paper, In 1852 the paper was consoli­ 
dated with a new whig paper, The States 
man, a daily edition cf which appeared 
for a time—The Palladiom. But the 
enterprise failed, and out of the wreck 
General Atwood, singlehanded, reared 
the Wisconsin State Journal, 
whioh 
proved smeeessful, and which in lime be­ 
came a political power in the state. 
General Atwood’s abilities as an edit sr 
and man-of-affairs,were from time to 
time in request for publio trusts. In 
1858, Governor Bendell appointed bim 
major-general of militia; in 1861 he rep­ 
resented Madison in the legislature; iD 
1862 he served as United States internal 
revenue assessor; in 1868-’69 he was 
mayor of Madison,and at the close cf 
the term was prominently mentioned as 
tbe republican candidate for governor. 
In 1870 be was elected to congress, and 
in 1872 General Grant appointed him the 
Wisconsin representative of tbe Centen­ 
nial commission. 
Beside#, 
he 
held 
numerous other offices of a publio cr serai • 
publio character. In 1849 he married 
Miss Mary Sweeney, at Potosi, who sur­ 
vives bim, together with a son, Harry, 
and two daughters, Mary lo. and Eliza- 


Governor Hoard has acted wisely in 
refusing to pardon Hartley Clifford, the 
gambler, who killed Capt. William Pugh 
at JR&cine seven years ago. Immense 
efforts were made by his friends to in­ 
duce Governor Husk to grant a pardon, 
but Uncle Jerry considered it a duty 
which he owed the state to deny the ap­ 
plication. Governor Hoard has followed 
in his footsteps, and the people will say 
amen to his decision.—Wisconsin. 
It would have been better had the 
friends of Clifford made an application 
for a commutation of the sentence. The 
time will probably oome when the people 
will see that Clifford was not altogether 
in the wrong in the killing of Pugh. 
Both were gamblers. 
Clifford bad been 
drinking. Pugh was a very quarrelsome 
man, and it is not strange that under all 
the circumstances he wa** shot. If Clif­ 
ford could have his sentence commuted 
to about twenty-five years his punish­ 
ment would be ample. 
To show the difference between the 
fortunes of two men very similarly sit­ 
uated. Clifford was sentenced to life im­ 
prisonment for murder; while another 
murderer was sent to Waupun last week 
for one year and a half, tor a crime no 
less terrible than Clifford’s. The freaks 
of the law are very tiagular, and] in 
many oases are past reconciling to reason 
and justice.

12.—The 
funeral of Jefferson Davis, whi<;h took 
place in tho Metaire cemetery at 11:30 
o’clock Wednesday morning, where his 
body is tem porarily placed in the tomb of 
the Army of Northern Virginia, was one 
of tho most imposing and the most memor­ 
able in many respects th at has ever been 
witnessed in the South. 
It recalled to the 
minds of many of the older people who 
wore present tbe grand outpouring of the 
Southern people and the universal sorrow 
and affection displayed on that other nota­ 
ble occasion, more than thirty-five years 
ago, when all th at was m ortal of another 
greatly beloved Southern leader, John C. 
Calhoun, was consigned to the grave. 
Leaving aside all criticism of Jefferson 
Davis, either personal or political, 
his 
burial marks, in the history of this country, 
the final close in a historical point of view 
the last chapter of that tumultuous revo­ 
lution with which Davis' name is insepar­ 
ably connected, 
and in consequence of 
which tbe historian of the future will pass 
judgm ent upon and assign a place to the 
man whose memory received such uni­ 
versal and spontaneous tributes of affec­ 
tion from tho entire Southern peoDle. 
Un Monday morning and up to a late 
hour on Tuesday night the trains on every 
railroad leading into the city, as well as 
the steamboats plying between here and 
points on the river for hundreds of miles, 
poured out into the depots and river land­ 
ings a constant stream of men, women and 
children, m ilitary and civil organizations, 
and members of Confederate veterans’ as­ 
sociations from every State in the South. 
I he cotton exchange, the banks, 
and all 
the city buildings were closed, 
and all 
were heavily draped with emblems of 
mourning. 
The preliminary funeral ser­ 
vices were held on the large portico of the 
city hall, 
which overlooked 
Lafayette 
square, and were conducted by Bishop 
Gallaher of the Episcopal diocese of New 
Orleans, who was assisted by 
Bishop 
Thompsou of Mississippi, Dr. M arkham of 
the Presbyterian church, Father H ubert 
of the Catholic church, and Drs. Bakewell 
and Martin. 
After the reading of the service for the 
dead by Bishop Gallaher and some short 
eulogistic reparks from other divines, a 
surpliced choir selected especially for the 
occasion sung|Sullivan’s anthem, "Though 
I walk through the valley of the shadow 
of death” 
Every available inch of space in the 
square and about the buildings was densely 
packed, aud the streets centering a t the 
hall were impassable, 
though the police 
arrangements for the preservation of order 
were so complete 
th at confusion was 
avoided. 
The city hall itself was covered 
with a profusion of flags a t half mast; 
gracefully draped with black, while over 
the doors of the main entrance were sus­ 
pended immense billows of crape. 
The procession, composed as follows, 
began to move about noon: 
First division 
—A detail of city police, m ilitary escort 
of all uniformed organizations, the clergy 
in carriages, followed by the body of Mr, 
Davis, 
which was placed on a caisson 
drawn by six horses, richly caparisoned. 
Second division—Veterans’ associations. 
Third Division—Officials of tbe State of 
Louisiana and officials of this and other 
cities. 
Fourth division—Masonic order, 
Knights of Pythias, and other civil organ­ 
izations. 
Sixth 
division—Fire 
depart­ 
ment. 
Seventh division—Other organiza­ 
tions.

of a man into whose life had been woven 
the black woof of tragedy.

A chariot forms the pedestal, 
drawn by two lions and the genius of 
liberty, torch in hand, 
guides the way 
On the right hand of the chariot, a black 
smith, a man of the people, in the dress of 
a workman, 
with a hammer over his 
shoulder pushes the wheel. 
A child at his 
side carries tools in one hand and a book 
in the other. 
On the left Justice is sybol- 
ized by a woman, near whom a genius 
carries a pair of scales. 
Behind the 
chariot 
comes another 
female figure, 
Peace, 
scattering 
flowers and fruits- 
Around her three infant genii bear a horn 
Of plenty. 
The Republic rises above the 
group, wearing a Phrygian bonnet, with 
one hand resting on the fasces of the law. ”

degrees, and commenced the gradua­ 
tion of his scale at the point to which 
tho mercury fell when the bulb was 
treated to a mixture of salt and 
pounded ice.

The 
freezing point is the zero of the Reau­ 
mur thermometer, the graduations ex­ 
tending each way. The Reaumur was 
tho standard thermometer of France 
until the time of tho re volution in 1789, 
when it was superseded by the centi­ 
grade, the invention of a Swedish 
astronomer named Celsino. 
The cen- 
grade thermometer marks IOO degrees 
between the freezing and the boiling 
points of water. 
It is used to the ex­
